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ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a portable telephone accommodating 
which allows the user to use a portable telephone with a push button while the 
telephone set is left accommodated in the case in such a condition that the 
telephone microphone is folded up on the push button by extending an upper and 
a lower folded-back part of the rear surface member, raising the microphone 
from the body of the telephone, and exposing the push button. 

SOLUTION: A portable telephone has a telephone microphone which can be 
folded up on a push button. The upper and lower parts of a rear surface member 
2 are folded back 2a, 2b, and a transparent plastic sheet 1 provided with a 
front surface la, top surface lb, sides lc, and bottom surface Id is sewn on 
the rear surface member 2 so that an accommodation part 3 is formed. The front 
surface la is provided with an opening 4a through which the telephone is 
inserted while its microphone is left exposed, and the upper part is equipped 
with a talk hole 5 for the microphone, and one side of a fastener 7 is attached 
to the folded-back part 2a while the other side is fixed to the other 
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folded-back part 2b.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the receipt case for cellular phones suitable for the cellular phone 

miniaturized on the push button as could fold up the telephone transmitter part. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As shown in drawing 1 1 , the upper part is using the conventional receipt case for cellular 
phones as the receipt object 1 1 which carried out opening by sewing on each side edges of facing 1 la which consists of a 
natural leather ground, a synthetic leather ground, etc., flesh-side facing 1 lb, both-sides facing 1 lc, and 1 Id of bottom 
facings. And ******** 12 is installed in the upper limit of facing 11a, one of the two of the face-bonding tape made into the 
firm attachment implement is attached in the upper limit of this ******** 12, and said ******** 12 enables it to open and 
close the upper part of the receipt object 1 1 by turning up, as the face-bonding tape attached in the upper part of flesh-side 
facing 1 lb already pastes one of the two free [ attachment and detachment ]. Furthermore, said facing 1 la is the number 
display T6, forming message hole 13a of an earphone, and ringing-tone hole 13b in the upper part, forming the message hole 
14 of a telephone transmitter in the lower part; and putting a cellular phone T into a receipt case, while using a part or all as 
the synthetic resin of transparence. It is a push button Tl in see ****. While being able to operate it, it enables it to receive 
and transmit.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, since the above-mentioned conventional receipt case for cellular phones 
formed the receipt object 1 1 by sewing on each side edges of facing 1 la which consists of a natural leather ground, a synthetic 
leather ground, etc., flesh-side facing 1 lb, both-sides facing 1 lc, and 1 Id of bottom facings, its attaching-by-sewing part of 
the increased, and it required time and effort for attaching by sewing, and it had the technical problem that a manufacturing 
cost became high. 

[0004] furthermore, in the above-mentioned conventional receipt case for cellular phones Push button Tl as shown in drawing 
12 It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. When the cellular phone T it enabled it to fold up is contained, even if 
facing 1 la is transparent Telephone transmitter part T2 In the condition of having folded up, it is a push button Tl . It is a 
push button Tl, hiding and putting into a receipt case. It could not be operated but had the technical problem that it could not 
be used putting a cellular phone T into a receipt case. 

[0005] Then, this invention is a push button Tl. It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. It is the push button Tl of 
that cellular phone T, with the cellular phone T contained it enabled it to fold up. It is operated and is made for the purpose of 
offering the receipt case for cellular phones which enabled it to use a cellular phone T.

[Means for Solving the Problem] Therefore, the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention The synthetic-resin sheet 1 
of the transparence in which surface section la, top-face section lb, both-sides surface part lc, and Id of bottom surface parts 
were formed By sewing on the flesh-side facing 2 which made the vertical section section 2a and 2b by return, a stowage 3 is 
formed and it is a push button Tl in said facing la. It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. While the cellular phone T 
it enabled it to fold up is inserted Telephone transmitter part T2 Opening 4a it was made to expose is formed, and it is 
earphone partial T3 to the upper part further. While forming the message hole 5 and attaching one of the two of the firm 
attachment implement 7 in said clinch section 2a, it is considering as the thing which is the firm attachment implement 7 and 
which has already attached one of the two at clinch section 2b. 

[0007] Furthermore, the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention The synthetic-resin sheet 1 of the transparence in 
which surface section la, both-sides surface part lc, and Id of bottom surface parts were formed A stowage 3 is formed by 
sewing on the flesh-side facing 2 which made the vertical section section 2a and 2b by return. In the upper limit section of 
said facing la, it is a push button Tl. It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. While forming opening 4b in which the 
cellular phone T it enabled it to fold up was inserted In the bottom half section of abbreviation of surface section la, it is the 
telephone transmitter part T2. Opening 4a it was made to expose is formed, and it is earphone partial T3 to surface section la 
further. While forming the message hole 5 and attaching one of the two of the firm attachment implement 7 in said clinch 
section 2a It can consider as the thing which is the firm attachment implement 7 and which has already attached one of the 
two at clinch section 2b. 
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[0008] And the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention should be formed as one, when said surface section la, 
top-face section lb and both-sides surface part lc or said surface section la, and both-sides surface part lc bent the 
synthetic-resin sheet 1. _ _ _

[0010] Moreover, while forming the transparence apeiture ^Awhoj e fluoroscopy of the number display T6 of a cellular phone 
T was enabled, the infeed 10 for antenna **** of a cellular phone T should be formed in cuff section 2a of the upper part of 
said flesh-side facing 2. 

[001 1] Since the above-mentioned means was given, the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention is the telephone 
transmitter part T2 on a push button Tl. After extending cuff section 2a of the vertical section of the flesh-side facing 2 } and 
2b contain [ the cellular phone T it enabled it to fold up ], it is the telephone transmitter part T2. If it starts from the body of a 
cellular phone, it will be the push button Tl of a cellular phone T. It will expose. 

[0012] Furthermore, since the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention bends the synthetic-resin sheet 1 of 
transparence and surface section la, top-face section lb and both-sides surface part lc or surface section la, and both-sides 
surface part lc are formed, an attaching-by-sewing part decreases. 
[0013] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention is explained to a detail based 
on the drawing shown as an example. 

[0014] First, what was shown in drawing 1 shows the first operation gestalt of the receipt case for cellular phones of this 
invention, and forms the stowage 3 by sewing the synthetic-resin sheet 1 of the transparence in which surface section la, 
top-face section lb, both-sides surface part lc, and Id of bottom surface parts were formed on the flesh-side facing 2 made 
into section 2a and 2b by return [ section / vertical ] while consisting of an opaque material. 

[0015] Furthermore, what was shown in drawing 3 shall show the second operation gestalt of the receipt case for cellular 
phones of this invention, and should form the stowage 3 by sewing the synthetic-resin sheet 1 of the transparence in which 
surface section la, both-sides surface part lc, and Id of bottom surface parts were formed on the flesh-side facing 2 made into 
section 2a and 2b by return [ section / vertical ] while consisting of an opaque material. 

[0016] In facing la of the receipt case for cellular phones of the first operation gestalt, it is a push button Tl . It is the 
telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. While the cellular phone T it enabled it to fold up is inserted, it is the telephone 
transmitter part T2. Opening 4a it was made to expose is formed, and it is earphone partial T3 to the upper part further. The 
message hole 5 is formed. 

[0017] In facing la of the receipt case for cellular phones of the second operation gestalt, it is a push button Tl to the upper 
limit section. It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. Opening 4a it was made for the telephone transmitter part T2 to 
expose to the bottom half section of abbreviation while forming opening 4b in which the cellular phone T it enabled it to fold 
up was inserted is formed, and it is earphone partial T3 to the upper part further. The message hole 5 is formed. 
[0018] In cuff section 2a of the upper part of the flesh-side facing 2 of the receipt case for cellular phones of 2 first and 
operation gestalten, it is earphone partial T3 . WKileffoiming^message Aok of the two of the firm 

attachment implement 7 is attached, and one of the two which is connected with said firm attachment implement 7 and which 
will accept it firm attachment implement 7 is further attached in cuff section 2b of the lower part of the flesh-side facing 2. In 
addition, for a start, with 2 operation gestalten, although considered as the face-bonding tape as a firm attachment implement 
7, it can replace with a face-bonding tape and a hook (not shown) etc. can also be used. 

[0019] And by bending the expansion object of the synthetic-resin sheet 1 as showed said surface section la, top-face section 
lb and both-sides surface part lc or said surface section la, and both-sides surface part lc to drawing 2 and 4, the receipt case 
for cellular phones of 2 operation gestalten is formed as one, and is formed for a start with the synthetic-resin sheet 1 which 
used Id of said bottom surface parts as another object. 

[0020] Furthermore, in top-face section lb of the receipt case for cellular phones of the first operation gestalt, it is lowering 
string T four of a cellular phone T. Through-hole 8a and antenna T5 of a cellular phone T Through-hole 8b of ** should be 
formed. 

[0021] Moreover, in cuff section 2a of the upper part of the flesh-side facing 2 of the receipt case for cellular phones of 2 first 
and operation gestalten, it is the number display T6 of a cellular phone T. While forming the transparence aperture 9 whose 
fluoroscopy was enabled, the infeed 10 for antenna **** of a cellular phone T should be formed. In addition, said 
transparence aperture 9 is good also as what put the synthetic-resin sheet of transparence as opening consider. 
[0022] The receipt case for cellular phones of this invention constituted as mentioned above is used as follows. 
[0023] First, it changes into the condition of having extended cuff section 2a of the flesh-side facing 2, and 2b, as [ showed / 
for a start / in drawing 1 and 3 / the receipt case for cellular phones of 2 operation gestalten ]. And a cellular phone T is put 
into a stowage 3 from opening 4a formed in surface section la in the receipt case for cellular phones of the first operation 
gestalt as shown in drawing 5 , and it is the telephone transmitter part T2 of a cellular phone T. While making it expose, it is 
lowering string T four of a cellular phone T. Antenna T5 It is made to project from Through-holes 8a and 8b, respectively. 
Moreover, a cellular phone T is put into a stowage 3 from opening 4b formed in the upper limit section of surface section la 
in the receipt case for cellular phones of the second operation gestalt as shown in drawing 8 , and it is the telephone 
transmitter part T2 of a cellular phone T. It is made to expose. At this time, it is lowering string T four of a cellular phone T. 
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Antenna T5 It has projected from opening 4b, respectively. 

[0024] Next, by changing into the condition of having connected the firm attachment implement 7, while considering as the 
condition that the receipt case for cellular phones of 2 operation gestalten turned up said cuff section 2a and 2b for a start, as 
shown in drawing 6 and 9, the cellular phone T is put into the stowage 3 of the receipt case for cellular phones of this 
invention. 

[0025] Then, in order to use the cellular phone T into which it was put in the stowage 3 of the receipt case for cellular phones 
of 2 operation gestalten for a start As connection of the firm attachment implement 7 is removed, it changes into the condition 
of having extended section 2a and 2b by return and it was shown in drawing 7 and 10, it is the push button Tl of a cellular 
phone T. Telephone transmitter part T2 folded up upwards If it starts, it will be a push button Tl . Since it exposes, a cellular 
phone T can be used in the condition. And after using a cellular phone T, it is the telephone transmitter part T2 of a cellular 
phone T again. Push button Tl What is necessary is to turn up said cuff section 2a and 2b, and just to return to the condition 
which connected the firm attachment implement 7, i.e., said drawing 6 , and the condition of 9, while folding up upwards. 
[0026] 

[Effect of the Invention] The receipt case for cellular phones of this invention is constituted as mentioned above. Push button 
Tl It is the telephone transmitter part T2 upwards. After extending cuff section 2a of the vertical section of the flesh-side 
facing 2, and 2b contain [ the cellular phone T it enabled it to fold up ], if the telephone transmitter part T2 is raised from the 
body of a cellular phone T Push button Tl of a cellular phone T It is a push button Tl, putting into a receipt case, since it 
exposed. It can be operated and a cellular phone T can be used. 

[0027] Furthermore, since the receipt case for cellular phones of this invention bends the synthetic-resin sheet 1 of 
transparence and surface section la, top-face section lb and both-sides surface part 1c or surface section la, and both-sides 
surface part lc are formed, an attaching-by-sewing part decreases, and attaching by sewing does not take time and effort, but a 
manufacturing cost becomes cheap.
